will without a doubt be one of the greatest games of all time 
onvthe coast. 


Stanford approaches the pinnacle of its glory. She will 
enter the game with a full determination to do something that 
the red shirts ‘have not done in twenty years of American foot- 


ball+-beat the Bear. 


Grimly expectant, Stanford awaits the foe this morning. 

One man carries.the hopes of the Cardinals. He is Ernie 
Nevers, captain. He is expected to dffset almost an entira 
team. But Nevers is one of the gfeatest men ever developed 
in the game and his power will stop the Bruin horde, according 
to the expectations of the Stanford adherants. 


Stanford has definitely lost its inferiority complex. It took 
teams that beat California to beat Stanford this year and where 
the Bear triumphed so did the Cards. They played on a par 
with Bruin last year and whereas California seems to have gone 
back this season Stanford has forged steadily ahead.

NEW MEXICAN 
BILL REAGHES 
ASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20. — (By 
Universal Service.) - A copy ot} 
the New Mexican Jand bill, pas- ; 
sed by the Chamber of Deputies 
in Mexico City last week, reached 
the State department today. j 

While the text has not yet been | 
oficially translated by the = de- 
partment, it was learned -from 
other sources that it provides the 
following reguiations in regard to} 
Vien property righths in that 
country: * 

1—No alien may personally ac- 
quire ownership of land or water 
within a strip of 100 kilometers 
along the border and 50 on the 
seashore, 

2—An alien who belongs to a 
Mexican corporation owning land 
or water, or holding concesions 
for operating .mines, waters or 
fuel must sign an agreement that 
he considers himself a “National” 
in regard to his property rights. 

In this matter he must pledge 
himself not to invoke the pro- 
tection of his Government in any- 
thing that refers to his property. 

3—The permit mentioned in the 
preceding article shall not be 
granted in the case of Mexican 
corporations engaged in agricul 
ture in which aliens hold 5 per 
cent or more of the interests of 


the corporation. 

4—-Corporations owning real és- 
tate or stock for agricultural pur- 
poses which do nat conform to 
the foregoing article must dispOse 
of their holdings within 10 years 
from the date of the promulga- 
tion of the law. 

5—The rights forming the sub 
ject of this law that are not in- 
cluded in the preceding article 
and have been lawfully acquired 
by aliens prior to the going into 
effect. of the law, may be held

Tae AER who by _ inheritance 
acquire rights to which alfens are 
barred by the law, may secure a 
permit through the department of 
foreign relations, by which their 
rights. may be transferred to 
some person competent under the 
law to receive them. 

7—Aliens who may have rights 
in the class of those who, come 
under this law, acquired prior to 
its going into operation, must 
make declaration to the depart- 
ment of foreign relations in the 
year following the date of the 
promulgation of this law.. Tf he 
fails to do so, it will be held that 
acduisition was made after the 
law was -promulgated. 

8— Instruments executed and 
contracts made in contravention 
of the provisions contained in 
article, will give occasion for the 
sale at auction of the property 
included therein. 

9—This law does not remove 
restrictions placed by special law 
on. aliens. regarding the acquisi- 
tion of rights. 

10—-The executive will issue 
regulations for the execution of 
the provisions of this law. 

11—-This law will become ef- 
fective from the date of its pro- 
mulgation. 

12—For the pupose of this law, 
leases of reai property for a term 
exceeding 10 years or.such ex- 
tensions as may be strictly re- 
quired by establishment or serv. 
ices with industrial, mining, oil or 
other nonagrcultural concerns, 
shall not ty regarded as aliena- 
tion of property without prejudice 
to what special laws may provide.
